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1. A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set forth in 
37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after final rejection. Since this application is 
eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) 
has been timely paid, the finality of the previous Office action has been withdrawn pursuant to 
37 CFR 1.1 14.

2. The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of making 
and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the art to which it 
pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall set forth the best mode 
contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

3. Claims 1, 5 and 17-22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, as based on a 
disclosure which is not enabling. An inlet and an outlet to and from the blood flow path and an 
inlet and an outlet to and from dialysate flow path are critical or essential to the practice of the 
invention, but not included in the claim(s) is not enabled by the disclosure. See In re Mayhew, 
527 F.2d 1229, 188 USPQ 356 (CCPA 1976). Without an inlet and an outlet to and from the 
blood flow path and an inlet and an outlet to and from dialysate flow path, the device as claimed 
would not function as a dialyzer as intended. 

4. Claims 1 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first paragraph, because the 
specification, while being enabling for the length of a cylindrical elastic tube (L) is to be 5% to 
90% of the length of a substantially cylindrical case (M), does not reasonably provide 
enablement for the ranges beyond the said scope. The specification does not enable any person 
skilled in the art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and/or 
use the invention commensurate in scope with these claims. Specification clearly describes the 
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limitation of the viability of the dialyzer to have L within the range of 5% to 90% of M; the 
range beyond the said range would not work as described in the paragraph [0032]. 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1, 5 and 17-22 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection.
